Father in 
battle with 
hospital 
over death 

THE head of a government 
select committee has labelled 
the care received by a Dudley 
woman who died at a hospital 
as falling “far short of what 
she had every right to expect”. 

But Stephen Dorrell, who 
also says 35-year-old Wendy 
Nock’s death was avoidable, 
has told her father the health 
committee cannot take up 
individual cases. 

It is the latest blow for 
Harold Nock, of Birmingham 
New Road, Dudley, but he 
says he will not give up his 
campaign for “justice”. 

He is suing the Dudley 
Group NHS Foundation 
Trust over the death of 
Wendy, who had spina bifida 
and died from an intestinal 
obstruction in September 
2009. 

Black Country coroner 
Robin Balmain said at an 
inquest there had been “con¬ 
sistent failing among differ¬ 
ent departments and a 
number of different staff.” A 
report by General Medical 
Council investigator Neil Ine- 
son said the care was “defi¬ 
cient”. 

An independent review 
concluded, if a CT scan had 
been carried out, she would 
probably have survived. 

Mr Nock, 64, and his wife 
Denise, 61, say no staff have 
been held to account. Now Mr 
Dorrell has told the couple: "... 
your daughter’s death was 
avoidable and the care she 
received while in hospital fell 
far short of what she had 
every right to expect.” 

Care groups 
win award 

DEMENTIA care in Dudley 
has won a regional award. 

The borough’s three 
“dementia gateways”, which 
offer care to people with the 
condition, won a Great West 
Midlands Care Award in the 
Putting People First cate¬ 
gory. 

The gateways at the Brett 
Young Centre, Halesowen, 
Brettell Lane Centre, Brier- 
ley Hill and Roseville Cen¬ 
tre, Coseley, offer therapies, 
from crafts and memory 
exercises to gardening. 
There are also day sessions 
to provide a break for carers. 


SETBACK IN FIGHT 
FOR MPPODROME

HOPES of saving historic Dudley Hippodrome suffered a 
major setback when the boss of Dudley Zoo backed plans 
to demolish it, saying it gave a bad first impression of the 
town. 

Campaigners’ hopes of saving the building had already suffered a blow after the Black 
Country Living Museum also spoke out in favour of the Dudley Council proposals to 
demolish the building in Castle Hill. Members of the Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
group are working on a revised business plan as they want the venue to reopen as a com¬ 
munity theatre. They believe it could host West End-style shows and host theatre work-

Town could 
get Sunday 
market trade 

A SUNDAY market could be launched in the 
heart of Dudley in a bid to boost tourism and 
revive the flagging town centre. 

Food, crafts and gifts could be sold to 
bring greater footfall to the high street. The 
venture is among ideas being considered by 
the Dudley Town Team. 

The newly-launched group is tasked with 
regenerating the high street. 

The market would operate separately to 
the current six-day version, with different 
traders. 

Chairman of Dudley Market Traders 
Association Len Lenihan has welcomed the 
idea as long as stallholders were not “all 
vying for the same trade”. 

The Town Team has been established to 
spend Dudley’s £100,000 share from the 
Government’s £10 million High Street 
Innovation fund. 

Group members will create a masterplan 
to refurbish neglected shops and attract 
new businesses. They will also come up with 
creative ideas, such as a Christmas ice rink. 

Bank manager Mike Wilcox has been 
invited onto the Town Team and says estab¬ 
lishing a Sunday market could be fruitful. 

“I would fully support some kind of spe¬ 
cialist market, which increases footfall in 
the town,” said the Dudley HSBC branch 
manager, who is also the Lichfield District 
Council leader. 


shops and offer training opportunities for 
young people. 

Dudley Zoo chief executive Peter Sud- 
dock has written to Dudley Council in sup¬ 
port of the scheme. 

In the letter, he said the building, in its 
current state, was “detrimental” to the 
historic castle and gave visitors a bad first 
impression of the town. 

But Mr Suddock said he agreed with the 
council’s plans to tear down the former 
theatre to make way for a temporary car 
park. 

He said in his letter: “We are supportive 
of the local authority position for the 
demolition of this building as it is felt that 
the current view from Castle Gate island is 
detrimental to Castle Hill, particularly the 
Tecton buildings and the castle.” 

Enhance 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome group 
chairman Geoff Fitzpatrick said: “I can 
agree with the point of view regarding the 
building as it looks at the moment but we 
believe that our proposals will actually 
enhance the building and the views from 
the castle.” 

Dudley Council officials have asked for a 
full business plan to be submitted by the 
end of November to be analysed to see if 
it’s viable. 

Last week it emerged that English Her¬ 
itage had back-pedalled on its opposition 
to the demolition plans. 

Bosses said that they now recognised 
how the loss of the venue fits in with the 
wider scheme for the area but said they 
wanted more information on what was 
planned for the site before making a deci¬ 
sion on the proposals. 

In September, it was reported how the 
council was considering building a new 
visitor attraction to replace the landmark 
building, after it was used as a temporary 
car park.

Dangerous 
driver, 24, 
jailed after 
road chase 

A DANGEROUS driver who 
swerved round cars and a 
bus in a dramatic high-speed 
police chase through Hale¬ 
sowen has been jailed. 

Indian national Verindar 
Singh, from Smethwick, was 
spotted by police officers dri¬ 
ving at close to twice the 
speed limit and undertaking 
a vehicle in Hagley Road 
West. 

He then led a chase which 
saw him undertake a bus and 
squeeze between two sta¬ 
tionary cars before finally 
hitting a traffic sign. At 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court on Tuesday, Singh 
was jailed for six months. 

The 24-year-old, of Arden 
Road, was disqualified from 
driving for 12 months. 

Singh pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving and using 
a vehicle without insurance 
at an earlier hearing at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates’ Court. 

Mr Geoffrey Dann, prose¬ 
cuting, said police saw Singh 
driving a black Vauxhall 
Corsa, at 12.40pm on Sep¬ 
tember 28. 

He said: “In front of the 
Corsa was was a vehicle mov¬ 
ing at 30mph, all of a sudden 
the Corsa went to the inside 
lane and undertook the car. 
It was going at 51mph.” 

Mr Charnjit Jutla, defend¬ 
ing, said Singh had panicked 
when he saw the police 
sirens because he did not 
have a licence. He said: “He 
is deeply remorseful for what 
he had done.” 

Humps for 
crash spot 

AN accident blackspot in 
Dudley is to get new safety 
measures to tackle speeding 
and slash the number of 
crashes. 

Two sets of speed humps 
will be installed on a stretch 
of Baptist End Road in 
Nether ton. 

Ward councillors and resi¬ 
dents had complained to the 
council about the speed of 
cars travelling along the 
road and were concerned 
about the safety of children 
walking to school. The speed 
cushions will cost £5,000 
after the scheme was given 
the go-ahead. 


FIXED PRICE 

All makes car servicing 
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Faster rail link to the Capital is due 


RAIL passengers in Stourbridge and 
Kidderminster will be able to reach 
the capital from just over two hours 
with a new high speed link. 

Chiltern Railways is introducing 
the “fastest ever” links to London. 

The new times have been wel¬ 
comed by local rail users who say 
the area’s economy will be boosted. 

The railway firm is launching a 
new timetable giving commuters 
from Stourbridge travel times to the 


capital of as little as two hours 11 
minutes at peak times and on Satur¬ 
days - eight minutes faster than 
current journey times. 

The rail link will start from 
December 9 and the timetable is 
online now. 

The new fast direct link from Kid¬ 
derminster to London will depart at 
6.09am, taking two hours 20 min¬ 
utes - nine minutes quicker than 
the current time - and at 7.09am 


with a journey time of two hours 26 
minutes. From Stourbridge, the 
trains will leave at 6.18am, taking 
two hours 11 minutes, and at 
6.38am for a two hour 25 minute 
journey. Return services will leave 
London at 5.15pm, arriving at Kid¬ 
derminster and Stourbridge 18 min¬ 
utes earlier than the existing 
5.07pm train. On Saturdays, the sil¬ 
ver trains will leave Kidderminster 
at 7.12am and 9.10am and Stour¬ 


bridge at 7.22 and 9.20am. Rob 
Hebron, chairman of the Stour¬ 
bridge Line Users Group, said: 
“This is fantastic news. It is a vote 
of confidence in this section of the 
line and it means Chiltern is com¬ 
mitted to keep providing a service 
here. It is very important for the 
local economy that people can get to 
the capital and this will make it eas¬ 
ier and encourage more people to 
use the service.” 


Thousands gather to 
honour fallen heroes

THOUSANDS of people lined the 
streets in Dudley borough to pay their 
respects to the armed forces as part 
of the traditional Remembrance Sun¬ 
day and Armistice Day services. 

Events were held on Sunday at churches and 
war memorials to honour those who died in con¬ 
flicts. 

In Dudley town centre there was a service at 
the clock tower in Priory Street and a two-minute 
silence to mark the anniversary of the end of the 
First World War. 

Wreaths were also laid to remember the people 
who gave their lives. There was then a parade 
and service in Coronation Gardens. 

Residents, Dudley College students, veterans, 
serving members of the armed forces and civic 
dignitaries all turned out. 

Councillor Melvyn Mottram, mayor of Dudley, 
said: “It is warming to see thousands of people

“The Remembrance Sunday and Armistice

With Me at a service in Dudley’s Grazebrook 
Park that was attended by Dudley North MP Ian 
Austin. 

Cleaned 

The event was first held five years ago follow¬ 
ing a campaign to get the memorial cleaned of 
rubbish and graffiti, and has become popular 
with residents in Oakham, Dixon’s Green and 
Kate’s Hill. 

Dudley’s Black Country Living Museum staged 
its annual service centred on an eight-ton bronze 
war memorial at the site, in Tipton Road, which 
is nicknamed Tommy and commemorates former 
Springfield Brewery workers in Wolverhampton.

Stourbridge’s annual service was held at Mary 
Stevens Park, while in Halesowen a parade 
marched from the police station to St John the 
Baptist Church, where the annual service took 
place. 

In Kidderminster there was a parade through 
the town to St Mary’s and All Saints Church, 
where councillors and ex-servicemen and women 
then laid wreaths at the war memorial. 

Offmore and Comberton councillor Fran 
Oborski said: “It was absolutely superb. There 
was a fantastic turnout from the public and it 
was an excellent service at the war memorial and 
in the church.” 

Residents also gathered at St Anne’s Church 
in Bewdley after a parade from the bowling club 
in Riverside North. 

Meanwhile, in Smethwick, Sandwell Council 
leader Darren Cooper and mayor Keith Davies 
joined veterans, dignitaries and youngsters for a 
service outside the Council House. 


Plans for 
a second 
review on 
waste bid 

THE firm behind a proposed 
recycling plant in Brierley 
Hill is considering setting up 
a second consultation follow¬ 
ing a wave of objections from 
neighbours. 

More than 200 letters 
have been sent into Dudley 
Council opposing Clean 
Power’s proposal for the 24- 
hour plant on a six-acre site 
off Moor Street since a plan¬ 
ning application was submit¬ 
ted a month ago. 

Among the objectors is 
Dudley South MP Chris 
Kelly, who has helped resi¬ 
dents by providing copied 
letters for them to sign and 
then forwarded them to the 
council. 

The concerns they raise 
are the increased traffic cre¬ 
ated and they also claim 
there has been an apparent 
lack of consultation by Clean 
Power - despite it holding a 
two-day event in Brierley 
Hill in June. 

The firm said it was look¬ 
ing to organise a second pub¬ 
lic consultation in response 
to the strong opposition. 

Spokesman Gavin Miller 
said: “We would like to hold 
another event to try to 
address the concerns which 
have been raised. When we 
held the last event there was 
much positive feedback.” 

Warning on 
banking con 

RESIDENTS across Dudley 
are being warned to be on 
their guard from scam let¬ 
ters claiming to be from a 
foreign bank. 

More than 70 people have 
complained to Dudley trad¬ 
ing standards about the con 
in the past two months. 

Complaints include letters 
sent to properties claiming 
to offer substantial amounts 
of money left in a Chinese 
bank by a deceased relative. 

The letters, many of 
which are from someone 
named Li Wu, say the money 
has been unclaimed and 
offer the recipient the 
chance to contact the bank 
to discuss the inheritance.

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Borough 
housing 
lies empty 

MORE than 1,600 council 
properties across the region 
are standing empty with 
more than 500 of them in 
Dudley. 

As many as 35,000 people 
are on waiting lists - and 
1,649 homes are not being 
used. 

In Dudley, there are 554 
empty properties, with 
6,782 people on the council 
house waiting list. 

Sandwell Homes have 
10,412 people on their 
housing waiting list - and 
297 empty properties. The 
number in March was 431. 

Councils insist the 
figures are decreasing and 
say they are working to 
bring properties back into 
use. 

In Wolverhampton, there 
are 12,213 people on the 
housing register. There are 
320 council homes available 
to let, which includes 78 
adapted and former shel¬ 
tered scheme properties. 

Wolverhampton Homes 
spokeswoman Kate Hughes 
said most of the homes that 
are empty have been 
offered to prospective 
tenants through the Homes 
in the City scheme and are 
ready for them to move in. 

A total of 4,000 appli¬ 
cants are waiting for homes 
with the Walsall Housing 
Group.

ICE-skating, an aerial rope 
course and a jam-packed Christ¬ 
mas market - this is the Merry Hill 
shopping centre as you’ve never 
seen it before. 

Daredevils of all ages flocked to the 
opening of £1.25 million leisure complex 
Quest.

The 14-metre high aerial ropes course is 
the largest of its kind in Europe.

Great 

Mr Turner, an engineer from Compton, 
Wolverhampton, said: “It’s great. I’ve never 
had a go on something like this before but 
we saw the sign and thought we’d have a 
look.” 

Megan, a pupil at Ellowes Hall Sports 
College, Sedgley, said: “I’m going to come 
back again with my friends. It was scary but 
once I got over the beams it was really excit¬ 
ing.” A combat zone where families can 


enjoy target shooting also forms part of the 
exciting attraction, which is next to Deben- 
hams. People are harnessed to an overhead 
track before safely taking on the course’s 
challenges, which include high beams, walk 
the plank, and rope activities. 

The course was shipped over from 
America and can be viewed from the outside 
of the centre, where the ice rink is. 

The rink will hold up to 150 skaters at any 
one time, with people limited to a 45-minute 
session. 

A changing area is provided next to the 
centre’s entrance. Centre marketing 
manager Kelly Reed said: “We’re delighted 
to be opening the new Quest attractions 


here at Merry Hill. It’s a major investment 
and features a host of fun and exciting activ¬ 
ities for people of all ages to enjoy.” 

The unveiling of the adventure course 
comes as opening hours are extended at the 
shopping centre in the run-up to Christmas.

It will be open until 10pm on weekdays, 
8pm on Saturdays and 5pm on Sundays.

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Speed plan 
by schools 
pushed on 

HIGHWAYS chiefs are going 
on with plans for 20mph 
areas outside some schools. 

Dudley Council is looking 
at 22 roads outside 17 
schools as locations for new 
speed limits. 

It is the first stage of a 
wider plan, approved by 
councillors, for the measure 
to be introduced outside 
many schools. 

Parents, staff and council¬ 
lors were invited to apply for 
the new limits, but the 
council is also looking at 
schools where children are 
most at risk. 

Director of urban environ¬ 
ment, John Millar, told the 
council cabinet that officers 
were looking at potentially 
implementing the speed 
limit on 22 roads chosen due 
to the numbers of accidents 
and children using them. 

Councillor Judy Foster, 
cabinet member for commu¬ 
nity safety, said: “The safety 
of children outside schools is 
obviously very important 
and this is part of the 
council’s work to safeguard 
them. 

“We are now looking at a 
select group of roads outside 
schools, now consulting with 
the schools and ward coun¬ 
cillors. 

“The officers will then 
come back with a list of 
roads where they believe the 
20mph limit should be intro¬ 
duced.”

Therapy is no horseplay as 
animals used for healing 


PEOPLE are getting help conquering addictions and 
mental health problems - straight from the horse’s mouth. 
Former psychology lecturer Elaine Noble says that she and her team 
of seven horses and one donkey can help people to fight off inner 
demons. Conditions dealt with can include everything from drug and 
alcohol addiction to post-traumatic stress and agoraphobia. 


Tributes to 
head found 
dead at work 

TRIBUTES have been paid to a “gentle and 
kind” primary school head who is believed to 
have killed herself in her office less than six 
months into the job. 

Helen Mann was reportedly found hanged 
in her office at Sytchampton Endowed First 
School, near Stourport, at the end of a staff 
training day on November 5. 

It is understood the 43-year-old was 
returning to work after an illness. Her 
family and the village community spoke of 
their shock and paid tribute to the mother, 
who had two sons, George, 13, and Jack, 10. 

Father-in-law Kenneth Mann said: “We 
understand she took her own life. We don’t 
know the exact circumstances but we are all 
shocked and saddened. Helen had only 
started work at the school in the summer. “ 

West Mercia Police, who do not believe the 
death is suspicious, interviewed Mrs Mann’s 
husband, Philip, 48, to find what may have 
led to the tragedy. 


Her firm, Equines Supporting People 
(ESP), says it helps deliver its own special 
brand of horsey therapy to about 55 clients 
a year, operating from fields around Stour¬ 
ton, near Stourbridge, and Kinver. 

The animals get to the root of it all as they 
sense what is going on under the surface. 

Elaine, who lives on Bridgnorth Road, 
Stourton, with her partner David Price and 
15-year-old daughter Tabitha, observes as 
the clients perform tasks, such as putting a 
bridle on a horse, and then discusses the 
reactions of both human and animal. 

“The horses pick up what’s going on 
under the surface and mirror it back to 
you,” said Elaine, 43, who was a psychother¬ 
apist and lectured at Wolverley High 
School, near Kidderminster, and at Stour¬ 
bridge and Halesowen colleges. 

Repairing 

“Then, when they realise what the horse 
has picked up on, it’s like a repairing 
process that goes on. 

“The horses know people on a very deep 
level and can read the subconscious - 
they’re like a lie detector.” 

Among converts to ESP is 52-year-old 
Steve McCarron, who had complex post 
traumatic stress disorder after childhood 
abuse. 

Steve, a former stone carver, from Hartle- 
bury, near Kidderminster, was sent to 
Elaine by Pathways to Recovery of Kidder¬ 
minster. He says he is able to face up to the 
damage that abuse wreaked upon his life, 
which included drug and alcohol misuse.

Architectural group sets 
sights on the King Arthur 


A HERITAGE group which cam¬ 
paigns to preserve post 1914 archi¬ 
tecture has spoken out against 
plans to demolish a Dudley pub. 

The Twentieth Century Society says the 
King Arthur on the junction of Birmingham 
New Road and Priory Road, Dudley is “an 
excellent” example of a 1930s roadhouse and 
should be protected. 

An application to flatten the pub has been 
lodged. But in a letter to the council, the group 
sheds light on the pub’s past and asks for it to 
be preserved. 

It was built in 1939 to the designs of Dudley 
architects Webb and Gray, who also designed 
Dudley Police Station and Cradley Heath’s 
Majestic Cinema. 

Henrietta Billings, senior caseworker for 
The Twentieth Century Society, said: 

“This ‘reformed’ or ‘improved’ public house 
style, associated with the Public House 
Improvement Bill of the 1920s, sought to 
provide spacious family friendly roadside 
pubs. 

“The King Arthur pub is an excellent 
example of this building type. It also has an 
unusually complete and largely unaltered 
exterior for a building of this period. 

“In our view the loss of this historic pub 
building should be strongly resisted.” 

It is not yet known whether another use for 
the site has been found. 

Ward councillor Alan Finch has already 
spoken of his shock at hearing the news, 
saying it was “a shame”. 

Owner Amrinder Sandhu was granted 
planning permission for a £3.5 million hotel 
project in April 2010. Work had been expected 
to start that summer. 

But in September 2010, it was put up for 
sale with estate agent Christie & Co and then 
withdrawn.

History is preserved in 
these 'ordinary' streets 


WANDERING around the Black 
Country (as I do) it’s all too easy to 
miss the history preserved in appar¬ 
ently ordinary streets. 

One story not often told, but particu¬ 
larly important to the area is the history 
of council housing. 

Every third home in the Black 
Country was built by a local authority 
and for the first three quarters of the 
20th century the figure was nearer a 
half. So, hundreds of thousands of 
family histories are tied up with this 
particular kind of architecture. 

Despite its far-reaching implications, 
the first chapter in the story of council 
housing in the Black Country hasn’t left 
us much of a visible legacy. In fact its 
beginnings are now only archaeology, 
inauspiciously buried under an 
unmarked car park in Wolverhampton. 

Soon after the first council house was 
built in London in the late 19th century, 
Wolverhampton Borough commissioned 
a terrace of cottage tenements. Between 
1902 and the First World War they stood 
alone as the only municipal housing in 
the Black Country. Demolished in the

1980s, the site on the Birmingham Road 
is now a car dealer’s forecourt. 

Despite this loss, most council houses 
built in the Black Country are still 
around today (as opposed to council flats, 
which have not lasted so well). So we can 
put together a story of the rest of the 20th 
century in surviving buildings. 

Different 

The candidates for the oldest standing 
council houses in the Black Country all 
originate in the plans for the end of the 
First World War, the start of widespread 
house-building by municipalities. 

Complicating the picture in the Black 
Country were the literally dozens of 
councils covering the area. Each had a 
slightly different approach and probably 
used different architects. 

Examples built before 1920 include the 
houses on Kate’s Hill, Dudley and on 
Stream Park, Kingswinford. 

The experience of house building in the 
inter-war years also differed between 


Black Country councils: those on the 
coalfield like Bilston, Darlaston and 
Tipton struggled to find suitable land 
and often had to level pit mounds and 
the topping of shafts before they could 
plan new estates. 

Even then they had to avoid canals 
and railways criss-crossing the area 
leading to estates being severed from 
older settlements, such as the so-called 
‘Lost City’ in Tipton. Houses built next 
to the canal at Rough Hay, Darlaston 
were typical of those built on former 
colliery land in the 1920s. 

By contrast, in the days before the 
green belt, towns around the edge of 
the ‘Black Country proper’ were able to 
plan larger estates expanding over 
farmland. Bristnall near Smethwick 
and the kilometre-long Low Hill estate 
near Wolverhampton are legacies of 
this approach.

Unconscious 

man pulled 
from blaze 
by fire crew 

A MAN was pulled unconscious from his 
burning flat, and 60 tons of rubbish and a 
stack of tyres went up in flames during a 
string of fires in the region. 

The rescued man was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hospital 
in Birmingham suffering from smoke inhalation after a 
blaze took hold of his flat in Hermitage Way, Stourport. 

Neighbours had frantically tried to break down the door 
of the flat to rescue him, but it was firefighters wearing 
breathing apparatus who pulled him from the burning 
building. 

Firefighters from Kidderminster and Bewdley were 
called to the first floor flat at 3.50pm on October 3after a 
passer-by noticed smoke billowing out of the windows. 

Neighbour Chris Emms, aged 26, said he saw the smoke 
and flames coming from the building. 

The office worker said: “They were treating him for 
around 20 minutes before they took him in the ambulance. ” 
Police and fire officers are investigating. 

Meanwhile, fire swept through the roof space of another 
house in Stourport. 

Fire crews from Kidderminster and Stourport were called 
to Great Western Way at 6.20pm after reports of a kitchen 
fire and had to remove the roof above the kitchen. 

Elsewhere, a blaze at Viking Skips, Leamore Lane sent a 
100ft plume of smoke across an industrial estate in Willen- 
hall. Fire crews found a 60-ton pile of waste materials 
alight. Firefighters were also called to deal with a stack of 
tyres at a recycling plant in Walsall.

Tree commitee is given 
the chop to save money

A COMMITTEE deciding on the 
fate of trees across Dudley has 
been cut - making about £6,000 
savings. 

Decisions to chop down established or 
protected trees have been taken by the 
Dudley Council committee in recent years. 

The Tree Preservative Committee was set 
up so applications on trees could be scruti¬ 
nised. Councillors agreed to move responsi¬ 
bility to another committee, saving the 
council £4,650 and £1,550 in allowances 
paid to the chairman and vice-chairman of 
the defunct tree committee. 

Planning committee member, Councillor 
Tim Wright, said: “I think that it will be 
more onerous for the development control 
committee to have to spend time looking 
into tree applications. 

“The planning committee agenda can 
often have numerous applications on it, 
some of which may require site visits. 
Having tree applications will add to this. 

“When you look at the costs, from that 
point of view I do welcome it. Council 
budgets have to be looked at.” 

The council says it needs to make almost 
£22 million cuts to budgets in three years to 
balance the books. 

Deputy council leader, Councillor 
Shaukat Ali said the move would also free up 
around 100 hours of officers time. 

“With 12 tree preservation committees a 
year, and nine members and three council 
officers at each one, merging the committees 
together makes sense and creates a more 
efficient committee system,” added Council¬ 
lor Ali.

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Plans for homes on old 
fire site are scaled back 


A PLAN to demolish a former fire station 
and replace it with homes has been scaled 
down following a campaign by nearby resi¬ 
dents. 

West Midlands Fire Service had initially 
submitted an outline planning application 
to pull down Halesowen fire station in 
Hagley Road for the development of 22 new 
houses. But following pressure by people 
living near the site, the fire service has 
rethought its plan and submitted an appli¬ 
cation for 14 homes instead. 

Five letters of objection and a petition 
signed by more than 40 people were pitted 
against the first planning application, sub¬ 
mitted in July. 

The objections were over an increase of 
traffic and loss of privacy for the nearby res¬ 


idents. As part of the new application, a 
spokesman for the fire service’s agents Rob 
Duncan Planning Consultancy said: “The 
original application proposed up to 22 
dwellings. 

However, following concerns being 
expressed by local residents and the 
council’s highways department, significant 
revisions to the scheme have been made. 

Under the new plan, the development 
would consist of three and four-bedroom 
houses, and an access would be created on to 
Hagley Road. The new planning application 
has been described as “an improvement” by 
some people living near the site. 

West Midlands Fire Service has lodged the 
scheme with the authority, which, if 
approved, will start next spring. 


Extra traffic wardens 


NEW traffic wardens being 
recruited by a Black Country 
council to tackle illegal 
parking will be patrolling the 
streets within weeks. 

The number of enforcement offi¬ 
cers at Dudley Council will be 
increased by more than a third. 

The recruitment process for the 
jobs has begun and candidates are 
set to be interviewed in the coming 
weeks. 

It comes as residents around Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital say problems 
with roads being clogged by staff and 
visitors are getting worse. 

Five staff will be recruited in the 
coming weeks, in addition to the 14 


employed by the authority. Trans¬ 
port chief Councillor Judy Foster 
said the wardens should be in their 
jobs within two months, subject to 
them working out notice at previous 
posts. 

She said the council should have 
23 officers but previous cuts have 
left the numbers depleted - meaning 
the focus has been on main town 
centres instead. 

Surrounding 

It was revealed last month that no 
tickets were issued in Russells Hall 
Hospital’s surrounding streets in 
the three months since the crack¬ 
down started. 

Some 125 drivers were fined for 


illegally parking in Pensnett High 
Street outside the hospital since July 
1 - but parking was already banned 
there. Council chiefs say there were 
no tickets issued in neighbouring 
roads during the same period. 

In the 12 months up to October 1, 
there were 21 notices handed out in 
Busheyfields Road, and just two 
apiece in Elgar Crescent and Ten¬ 
nyson Street, with none in Byron 
Street and Vicarage Road. 

Councillor Mary Roberts claims 
residents were being verbally abused 
when they challenged motorists. 

She said : “A working party dis¬ 
cusses the issues with the council 
but we just seem to be going round in 
circles.” 


Talks over 
parking row 

CRUNCH talks between 
police and council bosses are 
taking place after com¬ 
plaints about drivers 
parking illegally. 

Upper Gornal and Wood- 
setton neighbourhood team 
received reports about vehi¬ 
cles being left. 

Officers say residents, 
councillors and police will 
discuss a way to tackle prob¬ 
lems in Clarence Street and 
Kent Street, Upper Gornal. 

Residents say people park 
illegally and go to shops. 

Sgt Jimmy Jones said:

Restored bells will chime in 


BELLS that were lowered from 
their tower for the first time in 
more than 120 years have been 
returned following a major 
restoration project. 

Wear and tear has taken its toll on the 
bells at Christ Church, Lye, near Stour¬ 
bridge, over the years - and as a result they 
are only being rung occasionally. But follow¬ 
ing a successful fundraising drive - which 
has raised around £40,000 - restoration 
work has been carried out to allow them to 
be chime out again. 

The bells have been cleaned and tuned 
before having their clappers replaced. They 
are now being hoisted into the tower and 


hung on new bedplates with help of volun¬ 
teers . 

Made in Belgium by manufacturer 
Severin Van Aerschodt in Leuven, the bells 
have ornate features, markings and inscrip¬ 
tions, unlike most English-made bells of the 
1800s. They vary in size from 771b to 3961b 
and are partly made from copper and tin 
making them lighter than most normal 
bells. 

Fundraising 

Parishioners have worked for almost 
three years to raise £40,000 through dona¬ 
tions, grants and fundraising to pay for the 
work. Events have been held to bring in the 
much-needed funds, including a music hall 
and jazz evening, skittles night and quiz 


evenings. The Ibstock Cory Environmental 
Trust has given the project £15,000 with 
£5,000 coming from the Worcestershire and 
District Change Ringing Association and 
£5,000 from the Garfield Weston Founda¬ 
tion. The rest of the money has been donated 
to the Church Bells Restoration Project. The 
replacement pieces, including new head- 
stocks and clappers, had to be specially 


designed by an expert before they were 
made. Joists are also to be replaced as the 
existing ones are from 1885. 

Chairman of the church bell restoration 
project, Bob Field, said: “This is a major 
scheme which has not only been supported 
by members of the church but also bell 
ringing groups across the area.”

Hi-tech firefighter fleet 
will take to the streets 


THREE new hi-tech firefighting 
vehicles will take to the streets, in 
the second phase of a trial being 
carried out by West Midlands Fire 
Service. 

The specially-adapted Toyota Hilux 
Invincibles could be sent to any type of inci¬ 
dent reported to the brigade, depending on 
the information received. 

Each carrying three firefighters, they will 
join the service’s fleet from November 7. 
They will be based at Dudley, Tipton and 
Coventry but could be deployed anywhere 
within the West Midlands. 

Since February, a Land Rover Discovery 
and a Range Rover have been trialled as 
“brigade response vehicles”, answering 
calls to fire alarms and low-level incidents 
such as grass and bin fires. In 93 per cent of 
cases, no extra resources were needed. 

In the second phase of the trial, the 
Toyotas - complete with a powerful water 
pump, 300 litres of water, a ladder, vehicle 
cutting equipment and water rescue kit - 
are available to send to all incidents. 

Station Commander Ben Brook, who is 
leading on the project, said: “Brigade 
Response Vehicles give us greater flexibility 
in how we respond to incidents, and allow us 
to better match resources to the type of calls 
we receive and the risk they pose. 

“We’re continually reviewing how we 
respond to incidents - from our control 
room’s professional assessment of the infor¬ 
mation we get from callers, right through to 
how many vehicles and firefighters we 
deploy, and from where.”

Man accuses surgeon 
over breast cancer ops 


Have your say on 
council tax rise 

RESIDENTS will be given a say on whether council tax in 
Dudley should be increased in the largest consultation the 
authority has ever held. 

The council recently revealed plans for a further £22 
million of cuts - and has admitted that council tax could rise. 

But finance chief Councillor Pete Lowe today said thou¬ 
sands of members of the public would be able to air their 
views. And he insisted their opinions would be taken into 
account before a decision is made. 

Freezing tax for another year could leave the council 
having to find shortfall of £9m. An increase of under two per 
cent will mean the council has to find an extra £5m in 
savings to keep their medium term plan on track. 

If the authority has to increase council tax to pay its bills, 
a rise of more than two per cent would have to be agreed by 
borough voters at a referendum next year. 


A 38-year-old Black Country salesman has accused a suspended 
surgeon of carrying out two unnecessary breast cancer operations 
on him. Ian Paterson is being investigated by police and health chiefs 
over treatment of more than 1,000 patients but James Fernihough, of 
Kingswinford, is believed to be the first man to make a complaint. 


The father of two daughters, two and five, 
is talking to Thompsons solicitors, who say 
the surgeon performed up to 1,150 “unnec¬ 
essary, inappropriate or unregulated” pro¬ 
cedures at NHS and private hospitals. 

Mr Fernihough found a lump below his 
left nipple in 2003. 

He was treated privately by Mr Paterson 
at Little Aston Hospital, Sutton Coldfield 
and said he was told it needed to be removed 
without being given a biopsy to check if it 
was cancerous. 

Analysis later showed it was harmless 
fatty tissue, Mr Fernihough said. “I was just 
relieved that I didn’t have cancer so I 
thought it was fantastic news and I was 
really happy,” he added. 

Three months later he had another lump. 
Mr Paterson arranged an operation. The 
lump was fatty tissue.

“He asked me if I wanted him to remove 
it - he said it was up to me and he couldn’t 
tell me if the lump was something sinister 
or not,” Mr Fernihough said. 

Mr Fernihough set a world record and 
raised thousands for charity lifting more 
than 500 tons in a 24-hour weightlifting 
challenge.

He said surgeons should be checked to 
ensure they make right choices for patients. 
A General Medical Council (GMC) inquiry 
potentially spans up to 700 cases involving 
breast tissue left after mastectomy, Thomp¬ 
sons say. 

Mr Paterson, 54, was suspended by the 
GMC.

The past comes back to 
haunt grieving parents

I any parents will struggle to 
think of anything more 
terrifying than their child going 
missing, but The Secret of Crickley 
Hall somehow manages it. 

Based on a novel by horror king 
James Herbert, the three-part drama 
follows a couple who lose their son, 
and then move into a haunted house. 

But while it may sound like a 
nightmare, it’s part of what attracted 
Suranne Jones to the drama. 

She explains: “I think that’s the 
backdrop of any good ghost story - a 
missing child or some sort of trauma 
that kind of helps the audience relate 
to the characters.” 

So, viewers should prepare to have 
their bones chilled by this tale of Eve 
(Jones) and Gabe (Tom Ellis), who 
live in London with their three children. 

One day an exhausted Eve is in a 
playground with their son Cam, and 
briefly falls asleep - and when she 
wakes, the youngster is nowhere to be 
seen. Although the family cling to the 
hope that he will be found alive, 
almost a year passes with no news. 


Gabe eventually accepts a new job 
in the north, believing his wife and two 
daughters, Loren and Cally, will benefit 
from a change of scene. 

Unfortunately, it seems he may have 
made the wrong decision in moving to 
Crickley Hall, which turns out to have 
a sinister past. 

Running parallel to Gabe and Eve’s 
story are the events of 1943, when 
Crickley Hall was an orphanage, run 
by Augustus Cribben (Douglas 
Henshall) and his sister Magda (Sarah 
Smart). 

New tutor Nancy (Olivia Cooke) 
suspects the children are being 
mistreated, but no one seems to 
believe her. 

And when back in 2012, Cally and 
Loren experience visions of a man 
with a cane, it seems the time periods 
may not be as remote as we thought. 

For Suranne Jones, it’s the two 
timelines that make the drama so 
unique. “When I read the script, I’d 
never done anything in the ghost 
genre, and the narrative of a woman 
losing her child was the strong bit for 
me, as well as the two time frames. 


“You’re following a woman’s 
desperation, but then you’ll also see 
what she doesn’t see.” 

And unlike in most horror films, 
where you’re screaming at the 
characters to just get out of the 
haunted house, Eve has a reason for 
sticking around, even after the family 
dog runs off in terror. 

She becomes convinced that one of 
the ghostly presences in Crickley Hall 
is her son Cam, who seems to be 
telling her that the children hold the 
key to his disappearance and can tell 
her where he is... 

If it sounds creepy on the page, it 
should be even more unsettling on 
screen, and Jones admits she can’t 
wait to see the finished product. 

‘The CGI guys will get on top of it, 
there’ll be a brilliant composer, the 
editing will be great... I mean we need 
to do our job as well, but those are the 
things that are going to make it jumpy 
along the way.”

New Seat compact has a pedigree 



The Ibiza Cupra is powered by a 1.4-litre TSI petrol engine 


SEAT has introduced the Ibiza Cupra. 
Shown first as a concept during April’s 
Beijing International Automotive Exhibi¬ 
tion, the Cupra is now unveiled in barely 
touched production form. 

The Ibiza Cupra is a package that’s simultane¬ 
ously compact and versatile, making it an extremely 
compelling day-to-day performance car. Perform¬ 
ance is scintillating, with a 0-62mph time of just 6.9 
seconds and a top speed of 142mph, yet it is excep¬ 
tionally efficient, with average fuel consumption of 
47.9 mpg. 

Due to arrive in the UK in January 2013 priced at 
£18,825, with order books opening next week, the 
new Ibiza Cupra follows more than 16 years of her¬ 
itage. The Cupra name was born in 1996 as a special, 
top-of-the-line Ibiza built to commemorate Seat’s 
World Rally Championship victory in the 2.0-litre 
category. Since then a Cupra has always featured in 
the Seat model line-up, with the name adorning both 
the Ibiza and Leon ranges. 

Supercharger 

Powered by a 1.4-litre TSI petrol engine that 
develops 180PS and 250Nm, owing to a turbocharger 
and a supercharger as well as direct injection, the 
latest Ibiza Cupra is truly worthy of the name, and 
begins the next chapter of the Cupra success story. 

The state-of-the-art TSI power unit is a compact 
piece of hi-tech equipment that guarantees excep¬ 
tionally refined performance during day-to-day 
driving, while a unique sound actuator in the 


exhaust system allows for an extra sporty sound 
when the driver desires it. And for extra driver 
involvement, the seven-speed DSG twin-clutch auto¬ 
matic transmission, with its extremely short shift 
times, can be operated via paddles mounted behind 
the steering wheel. 

The chassis of the Ibiza Cupra has been tuned for 
maximum agility and precision. The ride height has 
been lowered compared to the standard car, and an 
optional AP Performance braking system is avail¬ 
able, offering remarkable stopping power. 

An XDS electronic differential lock reduces the 
tendency to understeer and improves handling 
through fast corners, and an ESP electronic stability 
system incorporating hill start is part of the safety 
package that comes as standard on the Ibiza Cupra; 
the car has been awarded the maximum five stars in 
the Euro NCAP crash test. 

Integrated 

The edgy lines of the standard-fit bi-xenon lights 
are typical of the new Seat design language, while 
being perfectly integrated into the Ibiza’s sculptural 
form. 

The LED daytime running lights trace the line of 
the headlamps to deliver a unique light signature, as 
do the LED rear lights. The bi-xenon headlamp tech¬ 
nology delivers perfect illumination, while cornering 
lights are integrated into the large fog lamps. 

The side view of the three-door coupe is brought to 
life by the sharply defined lines and edges, with the 
muscular rear shoulders and exclusive 17in wheels 
underscoring the car’s dynamics. 


The black, high-gloss exterior mirrors provide a 
clear contrast to the paintwork of the Ibiza Cupra, 
while the powerful rear end underscores once again 
the special role of the Ibiza Cupra as the new bench¬ 
mark for compact cars - a broad bumper frames the 
substantial, matte black diffuser incorporating the 
trapezoidal exhaust outlet. 

The emotional power of the exterior design is 
repeated in the interior of the Ibiza Cupra, in its 
extremely minimalist, clearly structured cockpit; the 
exceptional feeling of quality, the ergonomic excel¬ 
lence and the precision of the workmanship all 
underscore Seat’s dedication to detail. The new 
sports steering wheel features the Cupra logo, and 
the shift paddles for the DSG transmission are 
within easy reach of the driver’s fingertips. Addition¬ 
ally, the Cupra features unique sports seats with 
optional two-colour leather upholstery. 

The entertainment system in the Ibiza Cupra is 
completely new - the high-performance audio 
system is enhanced by the innovative Seat Portable 
System. The highly functional unit, which debuted 
in the Mii city car, is removable for mobile use yet 
perfectly integrated into the vehicle electronics 
system. Its extensive functions include a navigation 
system, Bluetooth audio streaming, a Micro SD card 
slot for music storage, hands-free phone system with 
voice control, and an on-board computer. 

As the flagship car of the Ibiza range, the Cupra 
gets a number of standard equipment items over and 
above the Ibiza FR, which itself is a generously 
equipped model.

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City car that 
is practical 
and delivers 
on economy 



SKODA has introduced yet another vehicle to 
its already expanding portfolio of excellent cars 
and suggests that Citigo redefines what is pos¬ 
sible with yet another niche market car cate¬ 
gorised as a city car. 

It has very small exterior dimensions with exceptional inte¬ 
rior space, offering ample accommodation for four adults. Add 
in great manoeuvrability, exceptional comfort and quite high 
levels of equipment, and Skoda says that the Citigo has been 
designed to deal with almost anything that life can throw at it. 

We are living in difficult times with recession and austerity, 
and people are looking to see where they can save a few 
pennies - and in motoring we can save not pennies but pounds. 

Petrol prices are continually spiraling upwards so we need 
to eke out more miles per gallon. The more miles per gallon, 
the less excise duty and insurance we pay. 

The Citigo is an all-new city car, it is a unique design and it 
maximises space on a very small footprint. There is little doubt 
that the market for city cars is going to be the new growth area. 
A few years ago it was off-roaders and then SUVs, people car¬ 
riers, now the marketplace is for small cars but with maximum 
carrying capacity. You only need to look around and y ou can see 
other manufacturers have already entered into this important 
market sector 

The amount of space in the Citigo is very good. There is 
plenty of room for four adults and this contained in a vehicle a 
mere 3,540mm long and 1,640mm wide. I actually had a sit in 
the back of the vehicle with my wife and we were comfortable 
in the rear. We had sufficient head and shoulder room, and 
importantly legroom. And even allowing for the seats in a 
driving position that I normally occupy as a six-footer, there 
was still space for the rear passengers. 

The boot is not over generous at 251 litres but when you 
drop the seats it rises dramatically. But do not overlook the fact 
that this is primarily a city car, it is not designed for huge 
luggage capacity, but it is sufficient to get the daily or weekly 
shopping in. 

One feature that the Citigo will reward you with is its ability 
to find car parking spaces. Being so small, spaces that you 
would normally think impossible, can swallow up the Citigo. 

Entertaining 

The driving dynamics are quite entertaining for such a 
small car, the engine is a three-cylinder 999cc and produces 
60bhp. There is also a further option of more power but the 
smaller derivative will enable you to reach 62mph in 14 
seconds and it runs out of puff at 99mph. There is a 75bhp 
option available and this knocks a second off the 0-60 time and 
raises your top speed to about 106mph. 

Fuel consumption figures claimed for both vehicles is in the 
region of mid-60s on the combined cycle. Phenomenal fuel 
figures are quoted, but as we all know these figures are 
achieved in laboratory conditions, but we should still be 
obtaining figures in the low-50s, which is exceptional. 

The important C02 figures are given as 105 and 108 respec¬ 
tively for the two power derivatives, so you can expect a low 
road fund licence, and this is another bonus to reduce motoring 
costs. Not quite the nil rated but not far away at a mere £20 
per annum. 

There are three versions available - S, SE and Elegance, 
entry level being the S with good, old fashioned wind-up 
windows, and sadly, no air conditioning. The SE is probably the 
derivative to go for, it benefits from electric front windows, 
remote central locking, manual air conditioning. 

I really do not want a vehicle anymore without central 
locking, with wind-up windows and without air conditioning, 
things that we now take for granted. So I would avoid the S 
level, although all the models have ABS and four air bags, and 
all models except the entry level have an Electronic Brake 
Sensor facility. 

You have to make a further choice between a three-door and 
a five, and I think this will interest a lot of car buyers. It is 
always easier to get in and out of small city car when you have 
five doors. 

My choice would be the five-door middle of the range SE. As 
a further sweetener towards downsizing and the Citigo, what 
about a five-door SE 999cc engine with an automatic gearbox? 
I don’t think you could get a better small package. 

Skoda has introduced what they suggest is a simple pricing 
structure, but I do find it a little complicated. The entry level 
Citigo three-door starts things off at £7,630 and the top speci¬ 
fication Citigo Elegance is priced at £10,415. Skoda then gives 
you a list of various options dependent on your derivative - 
Comfort packs, Style packs, Summer packs, Safety packs and 
all manner of extras that you can build into your car. 

All in all, the Citigo will win friends and with Skoda’s repu¬ 
tation now of being manufacturers of superb, reliable, quality 
vehicles. I see nothing but another success for the company.

Boxer Prescott dies at 74 


CELEBRATED boxer Johnny Prescott 
has died after a long illness, aged 74. 

The Birmingham heavyweight, 
whose lifestyle focused the sport’s 
media spotlight on the city in the 1960s 
and 70s, died at Good Hope Hospital, 
Sutton Coldfield, on Saturday. He won 
34 out of 49 fights, including 13 knock¬ 
outs. 

National boxing promoter Bruce 
Baker said: “I was only a schoolboy 
boxer when Johnny was fighting, and 
he was definitely one of my idols. 

“He took on some really good people 
and had a fantastic record. 

“He was a true fighter, one of the 
really great heavyweights, an inspira-

tion. It’s very sad - 74 is not very old 
these days. He probably did not get the 
recognition he deserved.” 

The Birmingham City supporter, 
who was brought up by his grand¬ 
mother in Henry Street, Nechells, won 
the Midlands title and challenged for 
the British and Commonwealth 
crowns against Henry Cooper. 

After one win against Brian London 
in Blackpool he was photographed with 
Miss Great Britain Dianne Westbury 
and Miss World Ann Sidney on each 
arm. His first fight came in 1961 when 


he defeated Derek Kilburn on points. 
He then won nine with knockouts, 
including the Midland title against 
Tony Smith. 

He suffered his first defeat when he 
took on Henry Cooper’s twin brother 
Jim in 1963 at the Embassy. But he 
bounced back and arguably his great¬ 
est moment came when he took on 
Henry Cooper at St Andrew’s in 1965. 

The fight was postponed for a day 
because of bad weather and Prescott 
was stopped in the 10th round, but his 
efforts earned compliments from 
critics and champion Cooper. Prescott 
hungup his gloves in 1970 after losing 
on points to Joe Bugner. 


Fans' optimism growing 
after first away victory

TRY as they might to keep a lid on 
the excitement swirling around 
The Hawthorns, the Baggies’ per¬ 
formances are creating a fervour 
they cannot control. 

They reached the 20-point mark with this 
latest impressive day’s work at the DW 
Stadium, writes Steve Madeley. 

And even if players and management 
refuse to abandon their 40-points-first 
mantra, there is now a real possibility that 
ecstatic supporters might re-adjust their 
sights for them. 

Saturday’s victory ticked one of the few 
empty boxes on their early-season CV as 
they recorded a first away league win under 
Clarke’s under-stated but impressive guid¬ 
ance. 

And it left them level with the Premier 
League’s top four with almost a third of the 
season completed. 

Sooner or later, the rest of the country will 
begin to treat Albion as the real deal. 

Dangerous 

And any time now, Clarke and his men 
might just need to consider embracing the 
growing sense of optimism among their sup¬ 
porters that they can adjust their sights this 
season and aim higher than the traditional 
scrap for survival. 

It will take a while before they dare to 
shout from the rooftops. But in quiet con¬ 
versations and private moments, Baggies 
fans are allowing themselves to consider a 
challenge for European football. 

A visit to the in-form and dangerous 
Latics represented another significant 
obstacle in the path of Clarke and his men. 

But, with the same confidence and clarity 
of vision that has underpinned the first 
three months of the new head coach’s 
tenure, they cleared the bar and prepared to 
move on to stiffer challenges that lie ahead. 

It was not a vintage display by Clarke’s 


team, but it was a performance of poise and 
purpose that was good enough to overcome 
a serious hurdle. So far they have found no 
challenge too big and no mission too daunt¬ 
ing to be attacked with conviction. 

And it has all been achieved with Clarke 
enjoying the luxury to rotate an ever- 
improving squad in a way that no previous 
Albion manager has felt able to do. 

He has done so with a sure touch and the 
confidence to make his own mark subtly 
while retaining the best traits of the team he 
inherited. In 11 Premier League outings 
under him, only once have Albion failed to 
perform. Saturday’s scalp is the latest 
reason why the rest of the country might 
soon have to start taking them seriously. 

It took them a while to adjust to the 4-4-2 
system employed by Clarke for the first time 


in competitive action. But they stood firm 
against a brief flurry of Latics attacks in the 
opening half-hour before warming to their 
task and giving their noisy 3,397 fans reason 
to celebrate on 31 minutes. 

Captain Chris Brunt, restored to the 
starting line-up after injury and struggling 
at times in the opening moments, suddenly 
found his range and delivered a perfect cross 
from the left flank. 

James Morrison made superb use of the 
delivery, steaming in and outjumping Gary 
Caldwell to head his team in front. 

By the time Billy Jones galloped forward 
and saw his cross-shot deflected in by Cald¬ 
well for the own-goal that made it 2-0 on 43 
minutes, the Baggies had taken charge of 
the game. 

They made life harder than it need have 


been just a minute later when they nodded 
off and allowed Aruna Kone to turn home a 
Jean Beausejour cross. 

But stand-in goalkeeper Boaz Myhill was 
rarely extended fully after the break with 
Caldwell’s poor header from a set-piece and 
Franco Di Santo’s effort that deflected wide 
of Kone the closest the Latics got to an 
equaliser. 

When the final whistle confirmed another 
fabulous victory for Clarke and Co, the even- 
tempered head coach allowed himself a 
momentary show of joy with a fist pump and 
a smile before getting back ‘on message’. 

But by then the jubilant travelling army 
of followers were in full voice behind 
Myhill’s goal. At this rate, their volume will 
continue to increase along with the height of 
their ambitions.
